KANSAS AND REPEAL 


A friend recently wrote us from the State of 
Kansas and by his permission we are quoting 
part of his letter: 


‘I am, as you can tell by the letterhead, a 
student in Kansas where over a year ago we 
fought to keep our prohibition laws on the 
books. We lost the fight, but it was certainly 
interesting to see who was carrying on the 
fight for repeal and how it was carried on. 
Ottawa, my city, voted in a later election to 
prohibit any liquor stores from operating in the 
city, and Franklin County, of which Ottawa is 
the county seat, did the same. 


“The effects of repeal have already been 
evidenced in many ways. Claims made by those 
who supported repeal are now easily seen as 
nothing more than bunk. I believe that Kansas, 
on the whole, is not being sold on liquor and 
never was. A high pressure campaign was used 
to get out the vote against prohibition -- a 
campaign that counted on the fact that the good, 
decent, clean-living Christian people of Kansas 
would not vote or, if they did vote, would be 


fooled by propaganda aimed at clouding the issue. 


**I also believe that the next move of the liquor 
interest groups will be some kind of advertis- 
ing campaign, either direct or indirect, to in- 
terest the young people of Kansas in drinking 
socially. Kansas people are a sober, hard- 
working people. To change this through a 
program of education of youth is the hopeof the 
liquor industry.
